At a bit past four PM Wednesday afternoon the 
Belle Glade Co-op ground the last stalk of its 1,046,000- 
ton 65-66 harvest, and will process the last pound of the 
95,000-plus tons of raw sugar Thursday, thereby ending 


its fourth harvest. 


А by-product of the har- 
vest is the 6,200,000 gallons 
of sometimes called “sop,” 


known commercially а 
blackstrap. 
As the  largest-capacity 


mill on Continental US, the 
Glades Sugar House during 
mid March ground, for four 
succeeding days, more than 
10,000 tons each 24-hour 
period, a record for a single 
tandem mill, according to 
our best information.

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Will The Real Danville Please Stand Up? 


Some people hate to admit a mistake and it looks 
like some branches of our government suffer from the 
same malady 

If I wasn't trying to be nice, I might say that some 
of our glorious leaders use the truth rather losely and 
some of the government agencies don't use it enough to 
become really acquainted with it. 

In its war on poverty the Office of Economic Op- 
portunity has been having troubie with its figures. It 
looks like they have been caught with their figures 
down. 

It seems the OEO proposed a full scale war on pov- 
erty ih Danville, a sleepy little Indiana town about 20 
miles outside Indianapolis. 

When the happy residents heard about this they 
said, “No Thanks.” It might not sound like the present 
American way but these good people just didn't need or 
want to feed from the government trough. 

When the OEO continued to push for the establish- 
ment of the program in Danville, someone protested 
to Sen. Birch, (D. Indiana). The good Senator passed the 
complaint on to OEO for comment. In due time he re- 
ceived a lengthy letter outlining Danville's great need 
for anti-poverty funds. 

William G. Phillips, OEO's assistant director for 
Congressional relations (how about that, I didn't know 
the government had special departments for Congres- 
sional relations) explained that Danville has 1,338 fa- 
milies with annual incomes under $1,000 and 1,979 fami- 
lies receiving aid to dependent children . 

This sure didn't ring true with the good people of 
Danville, Indiana. It seems they only have a total of 
3,287 people in the town. According to OEO, they had 
more people with under $1,000 annual income and re- 
ceiving aid for dependent children than they had people 
in the town. 

When they checked, they found that Danville, In- 
diana had only 382 families in the under $1,000 bracket 


and only 29 families receiving ADC funds. 

When OEO was.asked about this, Mr. Roger Hunt, 
the Indiana state OEO co-ordinator held a public meet- 
ing. When faced with the two sets of figures he said, 
"Those figures аге for Danville, Illinois." He added, “An 
understandable mistake.” 

It wasn't so understandable to the fine people of 
Danville, Indiana. 

This might have been the end of the situation ex- 
cept that Danville, Illinois, with a population of 41,856, 
said the figures weren't their's, 

The good people of Danville, Illinois, said they only 


had 316 families receiving ADC funds in the whole coun- , 


try. They went on to say that Danville, families in 
the less than $1,000 income bracket only amounted 464. 

So it seems that the government figures don't 
match up with Danville, Indiana or Danville, Illinois. 
И we are to believe our glorious leaders they must fit 
some Danville. 

Wil the real Danville please stand up? If you know 
of a Danville some place in the United States running 
around without its figures will you please tell it to 
contact the Office of Economic Opportunity? 

Still better, jf you can find any place in the coun- 
try that could use these figures and want a place at the 
government trough just contact the OEO. I am sure they 
would be happy to change the name of the town on the 
report and dish out the funds real quick just to get 
the case closed. 

Right now, at income tax time, my pocket of po- 
verty is mighty empty. I wonder if I changed my name 
to Danville and claimed the loose figures they can't 
find a home for, would they send me the funds. I sure 
could use them. 

‘Still better, just send me the funds and let me go 
out and find the right town. I sure do need a vacation.

After Dark 


TALLAHASSEE — Col. H. N. 
Kirkman, Director of the Depart- 
ment of Public Safety, said 
today, “Florida's night traffic 
accidents could be greatly 
reduced if motorists would com- 


ply with a few reasonable night 
driving rules!" 

Here are the major suggestions 
which, if followed by Florida 
drivers, would reduce night- 
time wrecks: “Slow down to 
a speed at which you can stop 
within the vision of your head- 
lights. Keep all lights in good 
working order and proper ad- 
justment. Lights adjusted on an 
empty vehicle are blinding to 
‘oncoming drivers when the ve- 
hicle is loaded or towing а 
trailer.” Kirkman also advises 
that headlights be adjusted 
while the vehicle is loaded if 
a trip is planned. With modern- 
day equipment this precaution 
takes but a few minutes. 

Other items the Patrol Chief 

list are: ''Better voluntary 
compliance to the "DIMMING" 
rule. both when meeting or 
following other traffic. Even 
though oncoming, vehicles do 
not dim, the driver who tries 
to “get even" by returning 
glare for glare is asking for 
trouble."* 
Pedestrians — unlighted ve- 
hicles, animals and sudden 
changes in road conditions 
all increase the danger of night 
driving."

From Mrs, Leslie Putnam, Lin- 
ton, N.D.: I remember when my 
father ran tbe last large livery 
barn in our hometown. In front

20 Vegetable Crop Projects Underway At Exp. Station 


Twenty vegetable crops 
research projects presently 
are in progress at the Ever- 
glades Experiment Station

Chemical contro] of 
weeds, insects, and nema- 
todes are among the pro- 
jects. Spacing of some vege 
table plants and specific 
problems connected with 
celery and sweet corn pro- 
duction also are on the list 
for study. 

Through spacing tests, in- 
formation is being sought to 
determine optimum plant 
spacing of sweet peppers, 
celery, tomatoes, and other 
vegetable plants for early 
and heavy yields of super- 
jor quality. Current crops 
emphasis at other stations 
include sweet corn, cab- 
bage, and inions, peppers & 
tomatoes. 

. The Everglades Station 
is engaged in a statewide 


project seeking to develop 
mechanica] aids for harvest- 
ing vegetables. Current 
crops emphasis in southern 
Florida includes celery, cab 
bage, escarole-endive, and 
tomatoes. 

The experiment station 
researchers are attempting 
to reduce the cost of celery 


transplants by comparing 
new methods of seeding, 
shading, and ^ harvesting 


with those transplants now 
in use. 

The identification, biology 
and control of insects at- 
tacking sweet corn includ- 
ing stem weevil, budworm, 
and earworm are being stu- 
died. 

АП over the Mate, the 
experiment station and field 
laboratories are evaluating 
existing varieties and new 
strains of vegetables соп- 
cerning their suitability for 
commercial and home pro- 
duction in Florida. Empha- 
sis at Belle Glade is being 
placed on crops which fare 
well in muck soils such as 
sweet corn, celery, bush 
heans, and cabbage. Some 
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attention is being given to 
radishes, potatoes, escarole, 
endive and broccoli. 
Fertilizer application with 
regards to rates, timing, and 
methods for crop yields and 
quality is under study. 
Other projects in force at 
Belle Glade are those to 
control cercospora blight of 
celery, to identify and con- 
trol subterranean insect 
pests of the area such as 
wireworms, cutworms, and 
banded cucumber beetle, 
and to control a specific 
leaf blight of sweet corn 
The researchers also want 
to identify and control bac- 
terial diseases of vegetables, 
to control pencil stripe in 


celery, and to investigate 
the bionomics of a particu- 
lar plant nematode which is 
a state-wide project. 

The effect of nitrogen on 
vegetable crops,

The Governor's 30-day 
extension on the purchase

Watering 
Orchids 


Watering is an import- 
ant factor in growing or- 
chids. 

There are many theories 
proposed as to how and 
when one should water an 
orchid plant. 

Tests by ornamental hor- 
ticulturists with the Florida 
Agricultural iment 
Stations show that Phalae- 
nopis "will produce more 
flowers if watered daily 
than if watered and allow- 
ed to dry out before wat- 
ering again. 

Dr. E. W. McElwee, chair 
man of the Stations De- 
partment of Ornamental 
Horticulture says one rule 
of thumb to use is to wat- 
er whenever the osmunda 
fiber, or bark if you're 
using it, feels dry. 

He says the question of 
just when it's dry, is one 
each has to learn by trial 
and error. 

И growing the plants in 
pots suspended from gab- 
les or pipes, they'll dry out 
more rapidly than bench- 
grown plants. This, of cour- 
se, means you'll need fre- 
quent applications of wat- 
er. 

McElwee says care should 
be taken in watering the 
plants growing in bark as 
there's a tendency to “over- 
water" at first — Agricul- 
tural Experiment Stations.
